To Demobilize Forces Now 
Would Be to Court Dis- 
aster, Patterson Writes— 
One-Year Rule Barred 
Army From Iceland. 


WASHINGTON, July 15 (AP).— 
Robert P. Patterson, acting Sec- 
réetary of War, formally advised 
Congress today that President 
Roosevelt favored retention of Na- 
tional Guardsmen, reserve officers 
and draftees in the army beyond 
the 12-month period originally pre- 
scribed by Congress. 

Patterson said the President 
also directed removal of the 900,- 
000 limitation on the number of 
draftees which can be in service 
at anhy one time. 

A letter to Speaker Rayburn 
from Patterson said legislation to 
accomplish those ends “hag the 
approval of the President.” 

“The sequence of German con- 
quests which has continued unin- 
terruptedly from Austria to Rus- 
sia has beer based on the antici- 
pated failure of the countries con- 
cerned properly to prepare against 
invasion,” Patterson wrote. “They 
have in each case launched an 
overyhelming force against an un- 
prepared army. We cannot specu- 
late with the security of this na- 
tion.” 

In view of the “known events of 
the last year” and particularly of 
the last few months, Patterson 
wrote, demobilization of the army 
at this time “would be "to compt 
disaster.” 

Gen. Marshall’s Statement. 

Gen. George C. Marshall, chief 
of staff, was disclosed today to 
have told Congress that specially 
trained army units, instead of ma- 
rines, should have accupied Ice- 
land, but were prevented from do- 
ing so because of difficulties pre- 
sented by the one-year draft rule. 

Gen.. Marshall made this state- 
ment in testimony given before the 
Senate Military Committee July 9 
in support of the legislation. 

He urged that Congress declare 
the existence of a national emer- 
gency following the action of 
President Roosevelt.

Who Sets Out to ‘Sell America’ 


A “commission to write, talk and 
sell America”—a letter from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt—was received to- 


day by Harry R. Pelikan, 5514A 
Virginia avenue, whose own letter 
on Americanism the President last 
week shared with the nation. Mr. 
Roosevelt wrote: 

Dear Harry Pelikan: 

That splendid letter of yours 
gave such fine exemplification 
of true Americanism that I felt 
warranted in sharing it with our 
fellow countrymen. It states 
some profound truths vividly and 
with a discerning sense of values 
and should inspire all who read 
it with a deeper appreciation of 
their heritage of freedom, 

With every good wish to you 
and yours, 

Very sincerely yours, 

FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT. 

Pelikan, whose “sense of values” 
was one point the President men- 
tioned, jotted down how he felt 
about the chief executive's reply, 
but before handing his memoran- 
dum to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
he corrected it to say, not “Ameri- 
canism”—which, he explained, can 
be misconstrued—but “America.” 

Thus corrected, it said: “This is 
my commission—my duty—to give 
America all I have. I’m going to

Socialist Workers’ Party 
Leaders Listed as Advo- 
cates of Overthrow of 
Established Authority. 


ST. PAUL, July 15 (AP).—A 
Federal grand jury today named 
29 persons in indictments charging 
seditious conspiracy and advising 
insubordination and overthrow of 
the United States Government. 

Henry A. Schweinhaut, Special 
Assistant Attorney General, said it 


was the largest peace-time round- 
up in the nation for seditious con 
spiracy and the first indictments 
under the Smith Act which became 
law in June 1940, covering conspir- 
acy in the advocacy of overthrow 
of the Government, 
Alleged Leaders Named. 

The indictment ‘charges that 
those named were “officers, lead- 
ers, active members and in control 
of a certain political party or or- 
ganization known as the Socialist 
Workers’ party which party... 
would procure, induce, influence, 
incite and encourage to join with 
them to bring about the overthrow 
by force of the Government of the 
United States.” 

“The defendants would seek to 
bring about whenever the time 
seemed to them propitious,” the in- 
dictment reads, “an armed revolu- 
tion against the Government of the 
United States. Said armed revolu- 
tion would be brought about and 
joined in by the workers and la- 
borers and farmers of the United 
States.”

The indictment charges that the

Novgorod Reported Men- 
aced — Smolensk - Mos- 
cow Road and Railways 
Heavily Bombed. 


BERLIN, July 15 (AP).—A Ger- 
man tank corps menaced the city 


of Novgorod, 100 miles south of 
Leningrad, tonight, German sources 
said, and added that the ring of 
steel seemed to be drawing closer 
to Leningrad itself, second largest 
city in Russia. 

Novgorod, a rail center of .35,000 
population,, lies only 50 miles 
from the main railroad running be- 
tween Leningrad and Moscow. 

DNB, official German news 
agency, declared the Red army’s 
attempts to maintain a defense 
front along the Dvina and Dnepr 
river regions east of the pierced 
Stalin line have been frustrated by 
German attacks. 

The German push toward Lenin- 
grad was said to be continuing 
despite efforts of the Russians to 
patch their front by rushing in 
hastily assembled units.

Wallace; supporting it with 
figures to show that the effects of 
year-a-round daylight saving would 
result in a probable annual reduc- 
tion of 736,282,000 kilowatt-hours in 
the use of electricity.

MOSCOW, July 15 (AP). — The 
Russian army was reported today 
to have launched a major offensive 
along the Dnepr River, crossing 
the river at several points near 
Rogachev and pushing the Ger 
mans back 30 kilometers (about 19 


miles). 

A dispatch from the front, timed 
at 5 a. m. today (8 p. m. Monday, 
St. Louis time), published in Izves- 
tia, the Government newspaper, 
said the Russian drive westward 
was continuing. 

The Izvestia correspondent said 
the offensive was being pressed be- 
tween Rogachey and Zhiobin, 15 
miles to the south, and indicated 
that large forces were involved in 
the fighting. 

The report said inhabitants of 
Rogachev who had fled as the Ger- 
mans advanced had moved back 
into the t0wn, many of whose. 
buildings wére wrecked. Captured

on the west bank of the Dnepr 
about 130 miles southeast of 
Minsk, was recaptured by the Red 
army Sunday. The town has been 
the scene of bitter fighting, as the 
Germans drove across the river 
there in advance of their central 
columns aimed at Smolensk and 
Moscow. 

The Soviet Information Bureau, 
which has acknowledged losses of 
a quarter of a million Red army 
men in dead, captured and wound- 
ed since the fighting started, re- 
ferred to counterattacks taking a 
terrific toll of Nazi striking forces. 
The high command’s afternoon 
communique was silent on the 
Dnepr offensive, but reported that 
fighting raged unabated through- 
out last night for the roads to 
Moscow and Leningrad. It indi- 
cated that there had been no 
change in positions of the armies 
on the Ukranian front, where Ger- 
mans have claimed their forces are 
menacing Kiev. 


Attack Nazi Batteries. 


The first Russian troops which 
crossed the river above Rogachev 
were reported to have destroyed 
German artillery batteries and con- 
centrations of tanks and forced the 
Nazi infantry to retreat. 

During the night, the dispatch 
said, Germans shelled villages from 
which they had withdrawn. The 
Nazis also were said to have dis- 
patched planes in an effort to 
check the offensive.

LONDON,. July 15.—A Japanese 
move before the end of the month, 
probably against French Indo- 
China, is predicted in informed 
quarters here today. The United 
States and Britain are said to be 
watching for developments and 
exchanging information. 

Germany is believed to have 
brought pressure on the Japanese, 
but there are many reasons why 
Tokyo hesitates to attack Russia, 
or move against Hongkong or the 
Dutch East Indies. Indo-China is 
safer, while France lies prostrate, 
and it offers loot in rubber and 
iron. | 
Unless and until Germany 
crushes Russia, Japan will not 
move against Russia, it is believed, 
because Stalin, in creating Russia's 
Far Eastern army, has provided 
for its industrial and food needs. 
That army is self-sufficient as well 
as autonomous. 

When this correspondent was 
last in Moscow, neutral military 
attaches were unanimous in believ- 
ing that Russia could take the of- 
fensive successfully against the 
Japanese alone. The principal cit-

Guns Reported Taken. , 


On the southwestern—Ukrainian 
—front the communique reported 
“a great enemy unit of about 3000 
men” was defeated, and said the 
Red army seized great quantities 
of cannon, machine guns, vehicles 
and ammunition. 

“In the west,” it added, “our 
troops and aviation destroyed 
about 100 enemy tanks and a great 
number of automobiles.” 

There was no specific account of 
operations in the northeasterly 
German drive toward Leningrad 
or of fighting on the Karelian 
isthmus north of the city. 

The Soviet Government does not 
contemplate the evacuation of 
Moscow, 8S.

ITALIAN FORCE ON THE WAY 
TO FIGHT AGAINST RUSSIANS 


Infantry, Artillery and Tanks Re- 
ported Passing Through. Aus- 
tria Bound for Front. 

ROME, July 15 (AP).—An Ital- 
ian expeditionary force is on its 
way to the Russian front, dis- 
patches from Vienna reported to- 
day. The Italian force was said 
to have passed through Austria. 

The newspaper I] Popolo di 
Roma said 14 long trains a day 
headed for the front had passed 
through a small railroad station at 
Schwechat, near Vienna, since last 
Friday.

Henri Dentz entered into negotia- 
tions on his own responsibility, ob- 
jected particularly to dealing with 
“Free French” elements.) 

Full Military Honors. 

While French troops are permit- 
ter to return home, some will re- 
main on duty in certain sections, 
notably the wild Jebel El Druz to 
keep order until they are replaced 
by the British. 

The French are granted full 
military honors by British officers. 
French non-commissioned officers 
are allowed to keep their arms and 
police to retain their weapons. 

British prisoners are to be re- 
leased immediately and French 
prisoners will be freed as soon as 
the occupation is completed and 
other conditions of the accord are 
carried out. 

Britain is to keep an equal num- 
ber of prisoners of the same grade 
as hostages until British prison- 
ers already transferred to France 
are released. 

The French are allowed to re- 
tain portable arms, including field 
guns, machine-guns and tanks, as 
well as ammunitions. 

Some to Be Destroyed. 

Other war material, such as 
fixed coastal batteries, anti-air- 
craft guns and some military ve- 
hicles, are ordered concentrated 
under British control. The British 
are given the right to take over 
such of it as they need. The rest 
is to be destroyed.

GLASS FOR REPEAL 
OF NEUTRALITY ACT 


WASHINGTON, July 15 (AP).— 
Senator Glass (Dem.), Virginia, 
called today for immediate repeal 
of the Neutrality Act, to re-estab- 
lish freedom of the seas for Ameri- 
can shipping and show Hitler that 
“we are not afraid” of him. 

The act bars American merchant 
ships from combat zones fixed by 
the President, and Glass, in his 
irst interview since his recent elec- 
ion as president pro tempore of 
the Senate, said “we ought to wipe 
that thing off the statute books 
and throw it in the rottenest waste 
basket in the country.” 

“It never should have been 
passed at all,” the 83-year-old Vir- 
ginian asserted. “It gave up the 
freedom of the seas, for which we 
had been fighting since the begin- 
Ning of the nation. 

“It was passed because a lot of 
people were afraid of Hitler... We 
should tell him now that we are 
not afraid.” 

Repeal of the act would clear the 
way for ships under the American 
flag to carry goodg into British 
ports, and while he did not couple 
the two ideas directly, he declared 
the United States “should take any 
teps necessary to see that our war 
materials are delivered to Great 
Britain.” 

“I think we are in war already,” 
he said. “We have done a lot of 
things that might give Germany an 
excuse for declaring war against 
us. I think we should continue our 
present course and should do every- 
thing possible to get the goods 
across. Then we can leave it to 
Germany as to whether or not 
there will be a declaration of war.” 

Glass, who has opposed many ad- 
Ministration domestic programs 
but has supported President Roose- 
velt’s foreign policy vigorously, de- 
clared that “if the Germans make 
the challenge (of war) then we 
Ought to meet it.” 

“We can’t just sit here and let 
Hitler say who is to sail the seas— 
who is to come and who is to go,” 
he added.

Hennings Plans Appeal to Voters’ 
By Initiative on Criminal Code 


Circuit Attorney to Rely on Bar and Civic 
Groups to Help Overcome Legislature’s 
‘Cynical Disregard’ of Reform. 


Deeply concerned over the Legis- 
lature’s latest “cynical disregard” 
of efforts at criminal code reform, 
Circuit Attorney Thomas C. Hen- 
nings Jr. outlined today a plan to 
take the reform proposals out of 
the hands of the General Assembly 
and present them, in even broader 
form, to the voters through the 
initiative procedure, as provided in 
the State Constitution. 

Denouncing obstructive groups 
in the Legislature for their long 
record of “stolid and unreasonable 
resistance to progress in the field 
of criminal justice,” Hennings said 
he would ask for support of the 
Missouri Bar Association at its 
next meeting in drafting a mod- 
ern criminal] code for submission 
to the voters. The association will 
hold its next meeting here in Octo- 
ber. « 

Under the Circuit Attorney’s 
plan, local bar associations, civic 
groups and others would be asked 
to help in the circulation of initia- 
tive petitions and in an education- 
al campaign preceding the election 
at which the proposal would be 
placed on the ballot. 

“There is abundant evidenge in 
other states that, when the usual 
legislative channels are of no avail, 
an aroused people can demand and 
get modern laws to combat modern 
criminal methods,” the Circuit At- 
torney declared. 

“It is unthinkable that the fight 
should be abandoned, as it is evi- 
dent that the General Assembly 
has not in the past and is unlikely 
in the future to give our Missouri 
citizens an even chance in the 
courtroom with the saboteurs of 
law and order. : 

“Far from being discouraged and 
content to accept the results of 
this deliberate denial of the will 
of the people, we have just begun 
this fight to permit the people to 


legislate for themselves when there 
is no other recourse open to them.” 

At each session of the Legislature 
since 1926, Hennings pointed out, 
carefully prepared bills for crimi- 
nal code reform have been intro- 
duced at the instance of lawyers 
and civic groups. 

“And at each session, with mo- 
notonous consistency, the General 
Assembly,” he added, “has refused 
even to consider, much less pass 
upon, the merits of this type of 
legislation by causing it to be 
brought up on the floor of the As- 
sembly for free and open debate 
and record voting. In brief, a few 
men on the committee having juris- 
diction of the subject matter of 
criminal code reform have caused 
the bills to be held in committee, 
there to languish and die. 

“The attitude of this wilful mi- 
nority in our State Legislature has 
been one of cynica] indifference 
and amiable contempt toward the 
measures themselves and the 
groups sponsoring them. I am thor- 
oughly convinced that certain ob- 
structive groups will refuse to per- 
mit the people of this State to ben- 
efit, in safety and security, by their 
stolid and unreasonable resistance 
to change and progress in the field 
of criminal justice.” 

Hennings referred to failure, in 
the legislative session just ended, 
of eight bills prepared by him and 
approved by the State Bar Asso- 
ciation, which worked for their en- 
actment. These bills, he explained, 
embodied some of the most ur- 
gently needed changes and seemed 
to be measures least likely to be 
considered controversial and least 
likely to meet opposition from “rea- 
sonable men.” 

The Circuit Attorney described 
the present criminal code as “non- 
sensical, cumbersome and insuffi- 


cient.”

Aug. 1; Family of 3 or 
More, With One Em- 
ployable, Not Affected.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 15.— 
Dropping from the State relief roll 
of single persons and all pairs 
classed as “employables” was or- 


dered today by the State Social Se- 
curity Commission, effective Aug. 
1, due to the reduced relief p- 
propriation of $6,000,000 authorized 
by the Legislature for the 1941-1942 
biennial period. 

Proctor Carter, assistant admin- 
istrator, said this would result in 
removal of 1120 single persons and 
an undetermined number of em- 
ployable pairs from. the rolls. He 
said information on the employable 
pairs was not complete. 

The present roll of 20,208 relief 
cases—or about 60,600 persons 
based on the commission’s average 
of three persons to a relief case— 
includes 6734 cases classed as em- 
ployable, Carter said. In some in- 
stances, only one person in a re- 
lief case family is classed as em- 
ployable. 

Carter said that relie? families 
of three or more persons, which 
include only one employable per- 
son, will remain on the rolls. The 
reduction order applies only to em- 
ployable single individuals and 
pairs. 

Relief Roll Reduction. 

The order for a reduction of the 
relief roll, by elimination of em- 
ployables, was accompanied by a 
reduction in the allotment for di- 
rect relief for July as compared to 
June. 

The July allotment, announced 
today, is $246,838 for the State, a 
reduction of $18,025 from the relief 
expenditures in June. The suly al- 
lotment was based on an estimated 
relief load of 22,208 cases, a reduc- 
tion of 500 from June. 

The July allotment to St. Louis 
is $96,934, a reduction of $11,707 
from the $108,641 expended in July. 
Carter said the St. Louis relief 
load for July was about 5700 cases, 
compared to approximately 6400 
in June, 

Sum Cut to $6,000,000. 

The relief appropriation was the 
subject of much controversy in the 
legislative session just closed. 
Fixed at $9,000,000 by the House, 
at the urgent request of Mayor 
William Dee Becker of St. Louis, 
the amount was cut to $6,000,000 
by the Senate, and that was the 
final figure. The relief appropria- 
tion for 1939-1940 was $8,000,000, in- 
cluding $1,500,000 provided by a 
special session of the Legislature 
in July, 1940. 

The Social Security Commission 
expended $1,931,178 of the relief ap- 
propriation during the first six 
months of the biennial period, or 
nearly one-third of the amount au- 
thorized for the biennium. This 
was due to the Legislature, early 
in the year, authorizing the com- 
mission to expend relief funds at 
the monthly rate it spent then in 
1939-40. This leaves a balance of 
$4,069,822 for the remaining 18 
months of 1941-42.

Search for Illinois Parolee 
Spreads Into Wiscon- 
sin, ' 


WOODSTOCK, IIL, July 15 (AP). 
~—Officers and citizens hunted to- 
day in two states for a St. Charles 
School for Boys parolee who disap- 
peared from a farm where Mrs. 
Margaret Jung, 37 years old, was 
beaten to death with a wrench. 

Until nightfall yesterday an air- 


plane from the Woodstock flying 
school aided deputies in automo- 
biles and farmers on horseback in 
the search for Richard Wesolic, 16, 
a Belleville youth who was paroled 
to the Joseph Jung dairy farm 
four months ago. 

Jung returned from Woodstock 
yesterday morning to find his wife, 
mother of five children, dead in 
the milkshed where she had been 
washing pails. She had been struck 
down from behind and a Coroner’s 
jury found she had died from a 
basal skull fracture caused “by a 
person or versons unknown.” 

The children, who had been 
playing in the farmhouse, said 
Wesolic had come into the house, 
changed his clothes and left. Weso- 
lic, an orphan, had been sent to 
St. Charles because of truancy. He 
had been reprimanded for staying

out until 2:30 a. m. yesterday morn- 
ing.

KILLED IN ROW 
WITH PARTNER 


Joseph Greco Says He 
Fired in Belief Dominic 
Caradonna Was About 
to Attack Him. 


Dominic Caradonna, 23 years old, 
was shot and fatally wounded last 
night by Joseph Greco, his partner 
in a saloon at Nineteenth and Di- 
vision streets, following a quarrel 
growing out of the dissolution of 
their business. 

The shooting took place on the 
second floor of a building at 1720 


Washington avenue of which Greco 


is the custodian. Caradonna, shot 
in the back of the head and the 
neck, died several hours later at 
City Hospital. 

The partnership between the two 
men 4was based on the fact that 
Greco had supplied the money for 
the saloon, and Caradonna oper- 
ated it. In a signed statement to 
police, Greco, who is 38, said the 
quarrel had been going on for sev- 
eral days because the saloon license 
expired as of today and could not 
have been renewed because a Ne- 
gro had been fatally shot at the 
place several weeks ago. 

He said Caradonna came to the 
Washington avenue building and 
demanded $75 as his share in the 
termination of the business, al- 
though he had put no money into 
it at the start. 

“He had been bothering me for 

money for several] days,” Greco 
said, “and threatened to shoot me 
if I didn’t give it to him. I told 
him to leave but he didn’t. I took 
out a revolver and fired once over 
his head and then three times at 
him.” 
Caradonna was not armed last 
night. Greco told police he had 
been carrying a weapon the last 
few days because he had antici- 
pated a violent quarrel with his 
partner. “What could I do?” he’ 
asked reporters at Police Head- 
quarterc. “I thought he might 
shoot me.” 

Greco, who lives at 1807 Glas- 
gow avenue, said the partnership 
began last April when he bought 
out Caradonna’s father, who had 
started the saloon originally, for 
$300. He said business had never 
been very good. 

Last June 21, Richard Hunter, 
38-year-old Negro, was‘ shot and 
killed there in a brawl by Joseph 
Caradonna, Dominic’s brother, who 
is out on bond, pending presenta-. 
tion of the case to the grand jury.

Edward Richt, 6806 Grove ave- 
nue, Pine Lawn, was killed early 
today wher his automobile left 
Jennings road just past a curve 
and short rise over the Wabash 
Railroad tracks in Jennings and 
hit a telephone pole.

ALTERS PLAN FOR 


1 ALUMINUM PLANT |= 


OPM ãe That 


Factory Proposed for 
Carolina Be Shifted to 
Grand Coulee Dam Area 


WASHINGTON, July 15 (AP).— 
An aluminum plant previously 
planned for North Carolina will be 
built instead at Tacoma, Wash., if 
the War Department accepts re- 
vised recommendations of the Of- 
fice of Production Management for 
expanding aluminum capacity by 
seven new plants and 600,000,000 
pounds a year. 

In recommending the shift, the 
OPM cited a “power stringency” 
in the Southeast and announced 
that power authorities of the Grand 
Coulee-Bonneville area recently 
had made available an additional 
bloc of electricity for aluminum 
production, 

Under the OPM recommenda- 
tions, the Aluminum Company of 
America would operate one plant of 
90,000,000 pounds capacity ih the 
Grand Coulee-Bonneville area, one 
of 100,000,000 pounds capacity in 
Arkansas, and one of 150,000,000 
pounds at Massena, N. Y. 

Other recommended plant loca- 
tions, together with capacities and 
operating companies, included: 
Union Carbide and Carbon Co., 
60,000,000 pounds at Spokane, 
Wash.; Reynolds Metal Co., 100,- 
000,000 pounds, at Listerhill, Ala.; 
Bohn Aluminum and Brass Co., 
70,000,000 pounds, at Los Angeles, 
Cal., and Olin Corporation, 30,000,- 
000 pounds, at Tacoma. (The last 
named corporation is sponsored by 
the Olin family of Alton, owners of 
the Western Cartridge Co.) 

All the plants will be Govern- 
ment-owned. When placed in oper- 
ation, they will increase the alumi- 
num capacity of the United States 
to 1,400,000,000 pounds annually. In 
addition, 200,000,000 pounds a year 
are to be imported from Canada.

sent to Iceland instead of marines, 
Gen. Marshall said, an “unfortu- 
nate situation” might have arisen, 
use the reserve officers would 
have had to agree to be relieved 
of active duty and then be recalled 
to active duty by their consent. 
Would Have Risked Lives. 

“Had we pursued that course,” 
Gen, Marshall testified, “we might 
have found ourselves in the very 
unfortunate situation in which 
part of the reserve officers had 
volunteered and part had not. Such 
a situation would have advertised 
the convoy before it sailed, and 
we would ,have been risking the 
lives of everyone in it. 

“If you serve noticé that you are 
going to send an expedition of that 
nature, you are also offering an 
opportunity to any hostile people 
to take such action as they see fit.” 

If, as a result of such advertise- 
ment, one or more ships had been 
sunk, the testimony continued, “we 
would not have heard the end of 
that for the next 20 years, and 
very properly so.” 

Gen. MarshaJ! said his requests 
for authority to retain men for 


restrictions which limit the service 
of drafted men to the Western 
Hemisphere had been misunder- 
stood and misinterpreted. He spe- 
cifically denied he planned an “ex- 
peditionary force” or an army of 
2,800,000 men. 
“Will Melt Away.” 

Unless the present one-year 
limit is removed, he said, “our 
present trained forces will largely 
melt away.” 

He explained that selectees and 
reserve officers form a major part 
of forces recently sent to Hawaii 
and Alaska and that attempts to 
release them at the end of a year 
would deplete both forces and com- 
plicate shipping problems. 

“I submit, on the basis of cold 
logic, that the virtual disbandment 
or immobilization of two-thirds of 
our trained enlisted strength and 
three-fourths of our trained officer 
personnel at this time might well 
involve a national tragedy,” he 
said. 

Situation Different. 


Gen. Marshall testified the situa- 
tion that existed at the time the 
draft act passed “is quite different 
from the situation that confronts 
us today” and reminded the Sena- 
tors that the Selective Service Act 
provided for one-year training 
with an extension whenever the 
Congress “had declared the na- 
tional interest imperiled.” 

The President already has de- 
clared an unlimited national emer- 
gency, the General continued, add- 
ing, “and I personally now believe 
it urgently necessary in public in- 
terest for Congress to declare the 
existence of a national emergency.” 

“We do not want to hold the 
present selectees any longer be- 
yond the 12 months than we can 
avoid,” he said. “Specifically, we 
wish to release the older men, 
those 28 years old and over, on 
the completion of their 12 months, 
and even earlier, and I think in 
the large majority of cases we can 
do so without too serious an effect 
on organizational efficiency.” 

On Weeding Out Officers. 

Going before the House Military 
Committee today, the, Chief of 
Staff urged approval of legislation 
to permit the War Department to 
weed out officers who “are slow- 
ing down the army.” 

Opening hearings on that bill, 
Gen. Marshall said, “If an officer 
is unable to move with dispatch 
in the conduct of his business it 
is embarrassing to all those around 
him, and “one of the great diffi- 
culties now is that there is no 
place to put men who definitely 
slow down procedure.” 

Gen. Marshall estimated that 
only about 1 per cent of the offi- 
cers would be affected. 

Performance would be reviewed 
by a five-man board, and Secre- 
tary of War Stimson, and Stimson 
would make final decisions.

NEW YORK, July 15 (AP)— 
Secretary of the Interior Harold 
L. Ickes said last night that 
Charles A. Lindbergh's “passion- 
ate words are to encourage Hitler 
and to break dowz the will of 
his own fellow citizens to resist 
Hitler end Nazism.” 

The cabinet member. address- 
ing a Bastille day rally of France 
Forever, an American organiza- 
tion of Free French, asserted that 
the American reople were deter- 
mined to defeat Hitler at all costs 
and that their Government was 
under a mandate to help bring 
about this defeat. 

A study of Hitler’s methods of 
interna: disorga: t.on and de- 
morilization of other nations, said 
Ickes, “helps one to understand 
ex-Colonel Lindbergh.” 

“It makes one realize,’ he went 
on, “what a menace he and those 
se him are to this country and 
its free institutions, whether they 
know what they are doing or 
whether they dc ’t.” 

Example of France. 

The internal disintegration of 
France and its resultant collapse 
should teach this country a fright- 
ening lesson, Ickes said. 

“Amongst us, too, 
Nazis, and crypto-Nazis are active. 
We have our defeatists and ap- 
peasers, Hitler’s conscious and un- 
conscious tools, who would make 
us soft and malleable against the 
coming of Hitler’s angels of hell. 
.« + They strive with might and 
main—these American Lavals and 
Quislings—to ~alyze our wills 
and undermine our confidence.” 

Referring to Lindbergh as “the 
knight of the German eagle,” 
Ickes criticised the flyer’s atti- 
tude toward the Nazi invasion of 
Soviet Russia. 

Immediately after the invasion, 
Ickes said, Lindbergh made cauti- 
ous. statements because “it was 
clear that Lindbergh did not have 
his cue—he did not want to say 
the wrong thing.” 

“Offered Nazi Party Line.” 

Then, after the German Govern- 
ment handed out propaganda to 
“Hitler mouthpieces and Nazi fel- 
low-travelers all over the world,” 
Ickes said, Lindbergh arose and 
offered the Nazi party line to this 
country. 

“No one has ever heard Lind- 
bergh utter a word of horror at, 
or even aversion to, the bloody 
career that the Nazis are follow- 
ing, nor a word of pity for the 
innocent men, women and children 
who have been deliberately mur- 
dered by the Nazis in practically 
every country in Europe,” Ickes 
declared. 

Now is the moment, said the 
Secretary, for the United States 
to take full advantage of time 
borrowed from the British and 
time unexpectedly given by the 
invasion of Russia to increase de- 
fenses and aid Britain because 
“such a gift of previous time is 
not likely to come again.” 

“While Hitler is busy waging 
his wanton war with Russia— 
despite his solemnly plighted word 
—we must utilize every moment to 
increase our production, step up 
our output, and swiftly pour the

WAR COMMODITIES 


To Buy All of Latin Na- 
tion’s Surplus Goods for 
Next 18 Months—Docu- 
ments Exchanged. 


MEXICO CITY, July 15 (AP).— 
The United States has agreed to 
purchase all of Mexico’s surplus 
‘war commodities for the next 18 
months under terms considered 
here to constitute the most en 
tant United States-Mexico under- 
standing in recent years. 

The agreement also provides that 
Mexico will export such commodi- 
ties only to the United States 
and nations of the Western Hemi- 
sphere and that the American Gov- 
ernment will expedite exports to 
Mexico as far as “compatible with 
the national defense program.” 

Documents were exchanged last 
night at the Foreign Ministry hy 
representatives of both govern- 
ments. Floyd 8. Ransom, United 
States business man here, was ap- 
pointed special representative of 
the Federal Loan Agency to ad- 
minister the agreement. 

The agency contracted to pur- 
chase up to 125 per cent of the to- 
tal of commodities exported during 
the last 18 months. The additional 
25 per cent is to cover a possible 
increase in production during the 
term of the agreement. Prices to 
be paid will be determined by av- 
erage price in United States mar- 
kets one week prior to any ex- 
change. 

Commodities covered by the 
agreement include mercury, molyb- 
denut., antimony, tungsten, lead, 
copper, other war essential metals 
and fiber. Japan has purchased 
huge quantities of these metals at 
prices above tha world market 
level. 

A decree establishing Mexico’s 
export controls, signed by Presi- 
dent Manuel Avila Camacho and 
dated July 10, was made public last 
night by the Foreign Ministry.

Two Units Open. 

“Although the main plant was 
closed, two other units of the cor- 
poration were open, the Michigan 
Steel plant and the Hannah Fur- 
nace Co. 

A total of 8000 men are em- 
ployed at the plant where the bulk 
of the product was reported de- 
signed for national defense. 

At Warren, O., a strike tied up 
production at the Copperweld 
Steel Co., although a CIO organ- 
izer described the walkout as un- 
authorized. Two hundred pickets 
were on duty last night at the 
Copperweld plant,-where 2000 men 
normally are employed. 

Harry Wines, CIO-SWOC organ- 
izer, declared that no strike vote 
had been taken and that the walk- 
out was unauthorized. The work- 
ers, he said, were demanding that 
the company rehire 12 foremen, 
who, it was claimed, had quit 
rather than carry out company 
orders to discharge 30 men, The 
company makes steel alloys. Most 
of its productidn is for national 
defense uses. 

Strike Canceled. 

About 2200 office and technical 
workers (CIO) employed by the 
Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad 
Co. had threatened to cease work 
as a result of a wage dispute and 
to picket the company’s plants, but 
a union spokesman announced in 
Birmingham, Ala., last night that 
the workers canceled their mid- 
night strike deadline when Sec- 
retary of Labor Perkins certified 
the dispute to the National Media- 
tion Board, :

Hillman said 2,700,000 now are 
employed in defense industries as 
compared with 400,000 a year ago 
and an estimated 5,700,000 a year 
hence. 

“Many, on the other hand, have 
lost jobs because non-defense in- 
dustries have closed down in many 
places,” he said. “Unless we make 
proper provisions in the way of re- 
distribution of workers who have 
lost jobs through the action of pri- 
orities, there will be too many un- 
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——— for comfort.”

The Long Beach trio of °Clark, 
Damon Jacobsen and Bob Judson 
totaled 210 strokes, with Jacobsen 
shooting 72 and Judson 74. 


Detroit’s trio was next at 218, 
consisting of Art Pomy and Fred 
Genick with 71s and Ed Fergol, 73. 

Alameda, Cal, and Atlanta were 
tied at 221 and Sacramento, Pitts- 
burgh and Seattle were even at 
222. Honolulu’s distant travelers 
had 223 and Los Angeles 224. 

The final 18 qualifying holes 
will be played today with 64 to 
gain the select circle, including 
the defending champion and four 
former titlists who automatically 
qualify.

Congress 
did not authorize Jefferson to 
make the Louisiana Purchase, and 
Jefferson at least thought that 
if he went first to Congress he 
would either fail to get the auth- 
orization or would lose the chance 
to obtain Louisiana: “A John 
Randolph (the Burton Wheeler of 
that time) would,” said Jefferson 
“find means to protract the pro- 
ceedings on it by Congress until 
the ensuing spring, by which time 
new circumstances would change 
the mind of the other party.” 
The basic foreign policy of the 
United States, namely the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, was announced in a 
presidential message to Congress. 
The doctrine was a direct chal- 
lenge to the purposes of all the 
great Powers of the Continent of 
Europe and, if the challenge was 
accepted, it committed this coun- 
try to war as a belligerent part- 
ner of Great Britain. There was 
no prior authorization by Con- 
gress, nor even a subsequent rati- 
fication. Yet the Monroe Doctrine 
has stood for more than a cen- 
tury as the central purpose of 
American foreign policy, approved 
today by those who call them- 
selves isolationists as well as by 
the rest of the nation.

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Canada Prohibits 


Sale of Gasoline 


To Motorists at Night and on Sunday 


Citizens Asked to Co-operate by Cutting Use 
of Cars 50 Per Cent, With Hint of | 
Rationing If. They Don’t. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, July 15 (AP). 
—Canada announced today the 
prohibition of sale, delivery and 
distribution of gasoline and oil to 
motorists from 7 p. m, to 7 a. m. 
week days and for all of Sundays, 
effective tomorrow. 

The order, announced by Fed- 
eral Oil Controller G. R. Cottrelle, 
was coupled with an appeal to 
citizens to co-operate against the 
prospect of a serious shortage by 
cutting the use of their cars 50 
per cent. : 
Authorization for an increase of 
1 cent a gallon for gasoline also 
was announced. (Present prices 
in Canada vary. In the larger 


cities of Ontario and Quebec the 
cost for ordinary gasoline is 
around 29 and 30 cents an imperial 
gallon (five quarts), including & 
cents provincial tax and 3 cents 
federal tax.) 

Use of credit cards is prohibited; 
gasoline and oil must be sold on 
a cash-and-carry basis. 

Cottrelle said “transportation fa- 
cilities available for our use are 
sufficient only to bring in 75 per 
cent of our present rate of pe- 
troleum consumption,” and added 
that, if the appeal to citizens for 
co-operation failed, “we have no 
alternative but to resort to the 


‘rationing card.”

Appropriations Approved. 

Appropriations totaling $11,862,- 
404, which is $372,674 more than 
last year, were approved by the 
Finance Committee, with all de- 
partment heads getting the 
amounts they requested. Receipts 
are expected to be $257,152 less than 
for the year which ended June 30. 
The schools have been in the red 
for three successive years, dipping 
into their cash reserves to such 
an extent they are the lowest in 
more than 20 years. 

The only suggestion for alleviat- 
ing the financial condition was 
made by Charles J. Dyer, who said 
the hygiene department might be 
eliminated, effecting a saving of 
$140,000 a year, by turning its work 
over to the city’s Health Depart- 
ment. 

Dr. Rudolph Hofmeister, a physi- 
cian and board member, said 
health supervision by the city has 
the advantage of the authority of 
law. 

$2,231,000 for Building. 

The appropriation for the Build- 
ing Department was increased 
$169,369 over last year, bringing it 
to $2,231,858. Building Commis- 
sioner Joseph P. Sullivan asserted 
that this was due principally to in- 
creases in mechanics’ wages total- 
ing $82,860; the placing of school 
matrons on a 12-month instead of 
a 10-month work basis at a cost 
of $20,000, and a $10,000 expansion 
of the WPA playground resurfac- 
ing program.

FORT KNOX, Ky. July 15 


(AP).—Maj. Gen. Bruce Magruder, 


commander of the first armored 
division, told his 12,000 officers 
and soldiers today, on the first 
anniversary of the division’s cre 
ation: 

“You mrust train and: live so 
that when we are called upon by 
'this nation we have sworn to pro- 
tect with our lives, we will be 
ready.” 

“We are already tough, but we 
must be tougher,” he said. 

“Of only one thing can we be 
certain. We have worked hard; 
we must work harder. We are 
mastering techniques; we must at- 
tain perfection. We have learned 
teamwork; we must strive con- 
stantly for even greater unity of 
action.” 

“Vehicles of the armed force 
have clawed the earth for 9,000,000 
miles in tactica] exercises while 
we learned this teamwork.”

We might, in building or con- 
tributing to the building of such a 
base, be increasing rather than de- 
creasing our danger; we might be 
providing the Germans with ex- 
actly the sort of bridgehead into 
the Americas which they could use 
against us at a critical moment. 
Finally, a base in Brazil is not 
nearly as well located for all pur- 
poses! of American security as a 
base on the western bulge of Africa 
in the vicinity of Dakar, supple- 
mented by control of the Cape 
Verde Islands and perhaps some 
others. There are political prob- 
lems here, too; but at least they 
are not of so grave a nature as to 
involve the whole of the gains of 
our “good neighbor” policy. 

All of which brings us to the 
question of why we are not at least 
more cordial, if nothing more, to 
the Free French, who already con- 


trol French Equatorial Africa and | 
might, with a little help, enlarge | 
their holdings to include much of | 


French West Africa, even Dakar 
itself. 

It may be urged that we can 
hardly deal with the Free French 
when we still recognize the Vichy 
Government and are trying to 
nurse along some rather tenuous 
dealings with Gen. Weygand in 
North Africa. But what has this 
policy gotten us so far? Exactly 
nothing. Vichy ig firmly in the 
grip of the Nazis, and that grip 
will be tightened when it suits Hit- 
ler’s purposes. Weygand has shown 
no slightest sign of willingness to 
take any action against the Axis, 
though he had the opportunity of a 
lifetime when the British had con- 
quered Cyrenaica and the Free 
French had thrust boldly up to 
Marzuk in Southern Libya. 


Not a British Offshoot. 


Our official attitude seems to be 
that the Free French are a sort 
of British offshoot, and that if we 
aid the British the British can 
aid the Free French as they see 
fit; yet this is just the position 
in which the Free French ought 
not to be placed in the eyes of the 
French people, who are being told 
with such persistent reiteration 
by the German propaganda ma- 
chine that the British arc using 
the Free French as an instrument 
of nefarious British plans to take 
over the French colonial empire. 
As a matter of fact, our stand- 
offish policy toward the Free 
French, as contrasted with the 
help of various sorts that we have 
given to Vichy and to Weygand, 
seems to place a premium, as to 
Vichy, on collaboration with the 
Germans, or, as to Weygand, a 
premium on inaction. 


For those Frenchmen who are 
actually fighting the Axis, at great 
risk to their persons and their fu- 
tures, we do nothing. Yet those 
very Frenchmen are in a position 
to be of great value to us if they 
were helped even a little. There 
was a time when Dakar could 
have been taken from the sea 
without much difficulty; delay and 
hesitation has not improved this 
situation’ But Dakar would not 
long resist the combination 
naval pressure and of a consolidat- 
ing movement from the rear in 
which the Free French, aided by 
the British from their West 
African colonies and by a little 
American help in the way of muni- 
tions and planes, might mop up 
Dahomey, the Ivory Coast, French 
Guinea and the Niger territory. 
The repercussions of such a move 
would be very great, even in North 
Africa. 


No Time to Lose. 


The interval of time which wé 
are now granted by reason of 
German preoccupation in Russia 
is of uncertain length, We may 
hope that Russian resistance will 
last on into the winter; but we 
have no assurance that it will. 

We do know that we have a little 
time now in which we have com- 
parative freedom of action; we 
have no right to gamble with this

His 
armies must keep up with that 
schedule or bog down in the vast 
country indefinitely for lack of 
fuel, | 

That would spell ultimate defeat 
for him just as certainly as would 
utter repulse of his armies at the 
Stalin line or elsewhere in Russia. 
It would turn his Russian “vic- 
tories” into liabilities instead of 
assets if he failed to tap Russian 
oil sources, still far distant from 
his most advanced lines. 


Oil attrition is the most power- 
ful weapon the British-Russian 
war associates can use against Hit- 
ler at this stage and they are mak- 
ing the most of their opportunity. 
If all the facts about Nazi oil re- 
serves were known, they well 
might disclose Hitler’s Germany 
teetering even now on the verge 
of disaster.

WASHINGTON, July 15. 

HE total area of the United States, exclusive of Iceland, is 

8,026,789 square iles, but I doubt if that is going to be 

enough. 

It is certain to prove insufficient acreage if all the people 
who threaten to “buy myself a lit- 
tle farm” go through with their 
plans. 

You can’t go anywhere in this 
country right now without hear- 
ing the back-to-the-soil movement 
on all sides. The average Ameri- 
can of 1941 seems as firmly con- 
vinced that land will be the only 
thing worth a nickel after the war 
is over, as he is that mixing water- 
melon and whisky will kill you and 
that toads give you warts. 

Among my acquaintances alone 
there are enough prospective “lit- 

HENRY McLEMORE . tle farm” buyers to use up all the 
soil between here and the continental divide. They, like thou- 
sands of others, have the feeling that if they can just get their 
hands on a few acres of ground and a semi-ramshackle house 
that has a chimney with rea] smoke curling out of it, they can 
defy the world until Satan goes ice skating. 

Real estate brokers tell me that never before has there 
been such an interest in farms; that they have as many in- 
quiries about them as they do about two-room apartments with 
kitchenette and bath. The would-be rustics, a land broker told 
me, have no particular interest in where the farm is located, or 
what shape it’s in. They don't inquire about the quality of the 
soil, the condition of the house, or what they could raise on it. 
All they want is a farm.

“COME THE REVOLUTION,” I have heard a score of city 
dwellers say in the past few months, “come the revolution, I'll be 
on my farm, thank goodness, and you guys who weren’t smart 
enough to sock your money in some land, will have to take the 
kicking around.” 

_ My guess is that if a revolution comes, it will come as a re- 
sult of these urban folk being turned loose in the country. There 
will be (one word censored) to pay when they discover that 
successful farming requires more of a man than that he own a 
pair of overalls, has a taste for clotted cream and fresh butter, 
and knows how to hang a mosquito netting. 

The regular farmers will have to al] but abandon their own 
work to assist their new neighbors from the city to adjust them- 
selves to rural life. Not one of my friends who plans to buy a 
farm has what is known as the “green thumb.” In fact, just the 
opposite.

I MAY BE just plain jealous because I haven't a farm of 
any sort, but it seems to me that it will be better to be near a 
grocery store, even if the clerks are revolutionists, than to 
trust myself to raise anything except cain on a farm. 

My experience with farms is slight, but I know enough 
that livestock has to have a helping hand once in a while, and 
about them to realize that vegetables just don’t grow themselves, 
that no matter how tumbled down and quaint a farmhouse may 
be, it loses some of its charm during a rainstorm or in dead 
of winter. It’s difficult to keep warm or dry with “atmosphere” 
when the real atmosphere is acting up. 

Nobody likes the thought of living on a farm better than I 
do. But I insist on having a farmer on any farm I move to. 
A farm isn’t quite the same without one. 

My idea is to board with a farmer instead of getting bored 
with a farm.

Do you say “ba-TAHN,” rhym- 
ing the second syllable with con, 
don, non? Sorry, but*you will not 
find this popular pronunciation in 
the dictionary. 

Webster’s, Winston’s, Macmil- 
lan’s, and other dictionaries, show 
as first choice the French pro- 
nunciation which they indicate 
thus: ba-toN. The capital “N” is 
the dictionary method of showing 
that the “n” is nasalized as in the 
French words bon, mon, ton. There 
is no sound like this in English. 
Readers who are not familiar with 
diacritical marks mistake “ba- 
toN” for “ba-TAHN,” hence’ the 
common mispronunciation. 

The second choice pronuncia- 
tion is a good rhyme for the word 


fatten. (This is the identical pro- 
nunciation heard in the name Ba- 
ton Rouge. 


Therefore, according to the dic- 
tionaries, unless we are prepared 
to give to BATON the French 
pronunciation, we should use the 
Anglicized version, thus:

ETHYL CHLORIDE produces a 
frost and sometimes results in 
frost bite if used too intensively.

Usually one treatment 
with ethyl chloride is sufficient, 
as improvement occurs immediate- 
ly that movement is started, but 
if the condition is resistant the 
treatmeit can be continued for sev- 
eral days even two or three times 
a day.

IEUT. GEN. BEN LEAR, not- 

L what other names 

he’s been called in recent weeks 

by everyone from Congressmen to 

mothers distressed over their sons 

marching in a broiling sun, is a 
soldier, first, last and always. 

That is not to say categorically 
that as a General, he knows all the 
answers. That is a question the 
military experts must answer. But 
soldiering has been his life and he 
has come along the road the hard 
route—from the bottom up. 

And he isn’t a sissy, regardless 
of what some Congressmen think 
about golf players. There was a 
day in ‘the not-so-distant past 
when Gen. Lear was known the 
country over for his horsemanship 
—and sissies don't break bucking 
broncos, 

And from what Memphians have 
seen of him, the term “grouchy” is 

, not correctly applied to Gen. Lear. 
He usually is kind and patient with 
callers, is popular with the officers 
serving under him and well liked 
by local civilians who have golfed 
with him and had occasion to 
know him personally. ; 

Gen. Lear, who was tough 

enough to send 350 soldiers march- 


ing in a torrid Arkansas sun and . 


blunt enough to tell a Congress- 
man af that as long as he 
was Second Army Commander its 
officers and men would respect 
and dignify the uniform they wore, 
is sentimental enough to have 
hanging in his home here the cured 
hidé of his favorite horse, Cos’mo- 
crat. 

Lieutenant Generals don't come 
often and only about 11 men in 
the history of our army have 
ranked higher. Just how Ben 
Lear got there is another matter, 
but there are those among his 
friends who swear he made it rid- 
ing a horse. 

Gen, Lear is a cavalry officer, 
beginning back in the ranks soon 
after the Spanish-American War, 
He rose steadily and became a 
major general in 19388. 

Biographical information on the 
General comes mostly ‘from old 
friends and associates. He is per- 
sonally modest and usually brushes 
aside questions concerning his own 
career. Of the army, its problems 
and how it hopes to meet them, 
he will talk freely and pointedly. 
But of himself, scarcely a word. 

Ben Lear was born in 1879, in 
Hamilton, Ontario, and came to the 
United States when 2. He was 
first heard of again in Pueblo, 
Colo., where his father was fore- 
man of the composing room for a 
newspaper and Young Ben—his fa- 
ther was known as Old Ben— 
worked as a printer. 

Young Ben took to the military 
early. He enlisted in the Colorado 
National Guard before the Span- 
ish-American War and by the 
time that conflict came along he 
was a sergeant. 

He went to the Philippines as a 
member of the First Colorado Vol- 
unteers, Ere long a batch of re- 
cruits came along and in the num- 
ber was Young Btn’s father. Old 
Ben was assigned to Young Ben's 
outfit and served his time under 
the son. Friends say Young Ben’s 
first assignment for his father was 
a bit of kitchen police duty. 

Before the war ended, Young 
Ben was a second lieutenant. In 
1901, he became a second lieuten- 
ant of cavalry and has been pro- 
moted steadily through the various 
grades since, serving through the 
Philippine Insurrection and the 
World War. 

Friends are quick to point out 
that Gen. Lear is one high ranking 
army officer who did not come 
from West Point. His military 
training has been attained through 
experience and from the various 
tactical schools conducted by the 
army. 

Prior to his appointment last 
October to head the Second Army, 
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Is Popular and Respected

Gen. Lear was in command of the 
Pacific sector, Panama Canal. 

But what sort of man is this 
who came out of a printing office 
into the army as a buck private 
and has worked himself to the 
top? 

Well, newspaper men who have 
had occasion to meet him here 
since he has commanded the Sec- 
ond Army think he’s “swell,” and 
that just about covers it. Their 
dealings with him have been more 
than satisfactory and yet he is not 
a “publicity hound.” 

“Gen, Lear feels that the army 
is the people’s and that while pub- 
licity is sometimes bad, the people 
have a right to know what their 
army is doing,” an army public re- 
lations officer said recently, point- 
ing out that some army command- 
ers court publicity, others put up 
with it as a necessary evil and 
others, like Gen. Lear, take a 
middle of the road course. 

Gen. Lear is frank and affable 
and he is patient. Recently, a lo- 
cal ‘photographer, assigned to get 
a picture of the General for a 
national magazine, arrived at Gen. 


Lear’s office at the 
hour. 

“Gen. Lear told me he had re- 
served an hour of his time for 
me,” the photographer related. “I 
shoved the furniture all over his 
office and literally tore up the 
place to get the picture I wanted 
and through it all, Gen. Lear sat 
and smoked and did all he could 
to help me out.”

ANK and file Memphians 

have had little opportunity to 

know the General. He lives 
quietly and without any pomp. 
Seldom is he seen in public places 
hereabouts, except to appear as a 
speaker at luncheon clubs and 
then on rare occasions.

That is quick work, taking into 
consideration that many of his 
troops are at posts where there 
was only a semblance of a camp 
last December and have trained as 
their quarters were constructed 
around them. 

Definitely, Ben Lear is a man of 
action.

At other tables, South had leaped 
directly to three no trump over 
North’s one heart response, and in 
these cases, too, North had retired 
from the auction, apparently de- 
lighted to aim at a nine-trick game. 
At no trump, the declarers could 
take only their top 10 tricks. At 
clubs, a grand slam would have 
been easy, requiring only reason- 
able care on declarer’s part. Ob- 
viously, dummy could have ruffed 
three spades, and declarer’s losing 
diamond would have gone on dum- 
my’s fourth heart. 

Although a grand slam would not 
be easy to reach in the bidding, 
certainly a small slam in clubs 
would be quite logical, as follows:

A club bid, rather than an open- 
ing spade bid, is preferable on 
South’s hand because of the great 
honor strength. South’s theory 
should be tc make it as easy as 
possible for North to respond. Ob- 
viously, it is much easier to find 
a response at the one level in an- 
swer to a club, than a response 
that may have to be at the two 
level in answer to a spade, 

When South, having started with 
one club, later jumps to two spades, 
North has the material for better 
than the mere “preference” of 
three clubs. The rest becomes 
automatic. Seven, as I have said, 
is not easy to bid because, from 
North’s point of view, South may
